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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election without traverse of species F (figures 9-1 0) in the reply filed 
on 10/24/05 is acknowledged. Claims 5-6 and 9-27 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-2, 4, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wolinsky et al. 6,840,956. Wolinsky et al. discloses the invention as currently claimed 
noting figures 3a and 3b comprising: A method of protecting a sensor attached to a graft 
intended to be delivered within vasculature using a catheter by attaching a sensor to a 
graft; folding the graft material to cover the sensor and placing the graft within a catheter 
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(see col. 2, lines 60-64 and col. 5, lines 38-50); wherein the graft defines an H-shape 
(see highlighted enclosed copy); two layers of graft material of the sensor (figure 3a 
illustrates multiple layers of graft material). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wolinsky 
et al. Woinsky has been disclosed above however Wolinsky does not specify that the a 
single folded section of graft material over the sensor It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that because 
Wolinsky discloses providing a fold to protect the sensor it would be obvious to double 
the fold or utilize a single fold to protect the sensor and by utilizing a single fold would 
provide for a lower profile during delivery. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
